Title 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. The new title is "DIRECT TYPE 
BACKLIGHT WITH SUPPORT RODS INTEGRAL WITH DIFFUSER BOARD". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant application 
claims and discloses a direct type backlight module in which the diffuser board has integrated 
bottom support rods that are stopped at the bottom wall of the lamp case of the back light module 
to support the diffuser board in shape and to protect the diffuser board against deformation when 
the diffuser board installed in the lamp case. The combination of limitations claimed is not found 
or taught in the art of record.
